unit are shown by photographs. The 
Specific points of lubrication are indicated by 
line drawings and descriptive text. The symbols 
in the text indicate the following directions: 


Symbol Meaning 
ol Apply one drop of oil. 
02 Apply two drops of oil, etc. 
G Apply thin coat of grease. 
SAT Saturate with oil (felt washers, 


oilers, etc). 


(c) Apply a coat of grease to all gears. 

(d) Saturate all felt washers, oilers, etc. 
(e) Apply oil to all pivot points. 

(f) Apply oil to all sliding surfaces. 


1.06 The transmitter distributor units should 

be lubricated before being placed in 
Service or prior to storage. After a few weeks 
of service, relubricate to make certain that all 
Specified points have received lubricant. 
Thereafter, the following schedule should be 
adhered to: 


Operating Lubrication 
Speed Interval 
60 wom 3000 hours or 1 year* 
75 wom 2400 hours or 9 months* 
100 wpm 1500 hours or 6 months* 


*Whichever occurs first.
